In reply to the outstanding Restriction Requirement, mailed March 23, 2001, in 
connection v^ith the above application, Applicants hereby elect Group EL, claims 1-12, 16-19, and 
22, drawn to methods of treatment, with traverse. Applicants submit that it would place no 
substantial additional burden to examine Groups I-IU together, because all of these Groups are 
encompassed within the scope of generic claims present in the application, and a search of all 
these groups will be required in order to properly examine such generic claims. 

In response to the requirement that Applicants elect a single disclosed species, Applicants 
elect small organic molecule other than PKA inhibitors for search purposes only. Applicants 
submit that claims 1-12, 16, and 22 read on this elected species.
